In considering the fact that thousands of girl stu- 
ents come to Seoul, the Seoul Station of Presbyterian 
uissionaries has been thinking of evangelistic work 
or these young people. Recently it was decided that 
dependable teacher would visit these students teach- 
ig them the Scriptures and leading them to church. 
Niss Kim Soon-keum, an experienced worker for 
oung people, was appointed to this very worthy work, 
nd she is located temporarily in Chungsin Girls’ 
chool. She will be glad to co-operate with parents in 
ocal places and be of any assistance in the education 
f their daughters, It is earnestly hoped by those 
vho are very much concerned with the growth of 
outh, that her motherly guidance and infiuence will 
ring fruitful results to both schools and homes. 


The annual executive committee meeting of the 
f<orea Sunday Schoo] Association was held in the 
Yhristian Literature Building on January 25th. It 
was reported that 50,000 adult Sunday School lessons 
ind 25,000 children’s lessons were sold for the present 
rear; the figure shows an increase of 3,000 copies 
ompared with the last year. It was decided to give 
ip the plan of holding the Fifth General Convention. 
fhe summer activities, however, will be planned and 
arried on. 


A new church was finally constructed at the harbor 
yf Najin in the North Hamkyung Province. Five years 
igo the Presbytery of the Province began evangelistic 
work in this growing city. A small church was built 
hree years ago, but the church had to be moved 
yn account of the new city plan. When the church 
was thus removed, the church was dissolved somehow 
and the project of the work failed. The Presbytery, 
however, continued the evangelistic work, and with 
the appointment of Rev. Hang Do-wha the church 
srew again. And in the Jast two years the church 
zontributed 2,000 yen for a building of their own, 
und the building was completed by the end of last 
year. Many churches will be needed in this future 
metropolitan city. 


The Evangelistic Farmer’s Schoo! that is located at 
Masan is going to move to its own permanent place at 
Taiji Ri of Keum Hai, South Kyung-sang Province. 
There are noted fruit orchards and vegetable gardens 
n the neighborhood, and the pupils will have stimulat- 


ing surroundings The school bought 12,000 tsubo 
(10 acres) of very rich soil for experimental farms; the 
income will be used for the maintenance of the 
school. School buildings and other necessary build- 
ings attached to them will be built after the Korean 
rural style. Since there are more than ten churches 
in the vicinity, pupils will have a chance to do religious 
educational work. The annual budget of the school 
will be 7,500 yen. The school:will send out very well 
trained young farmers whose influence will change 
Korean farm life.

A new beautiful church is nearly at completion at 
Chul-yung, Manchukuo. There are more than five 
hundred Korean families. The evangelistic work was 
initiated by the Presbytery of the North Pyungan 
Province. Within a few years members have in- 
creased more than two hundred, and the prospect of 
the church is very promising. The church was built 
by the contribution of the nationals at the cost of more 
than, seven thousand yen. 


The joint meeting of all district superintendents of 
three Conferences of the Korea Methodist Church was 
held for two days beginning December 16th at the 
Women’s Seminary Building. Reports of church ac- 
tivities of the year of 1937 were made and it was gen- 
erally found that churches showed a great enthusiasm 
in spite of various difficulties.. The amount of Thanks- 
giving Day offerings was thrice that of the previous 
year. In planning the work for 1938 the following 
decisions were made. First, since the present year is 
the two hundredth anniversary of Wesley’s Aldersgate 
experience, the year is designated as a revival year. 
Second, the Sunday of May 22nd will be used for the 
memorial service of Wesley’s life. Third, in order to 
havea great revival throughout the church ten thou- 
sand members for daily prayer will be enlisted. 
Fourth, individual and personal evangelism will be 
stressed and efforts made to lead ten thousand new 
believers to the church. fifth, considering the fact 
that. nearly three thousand members enlisted them- 
selves -for the program of the Evangelistic Depart- 
ment, seven thousand members should be further 
added in order to make the number ten thousand. 
Subscribers to the Korea Methodist should be gained 
in order to support the publication. All these activi- 
ties were given over to the Evangelistic Department.

The most 
attractive yroup of buildings in Korea is in part due to 
Capt. M. L. Swinehart who conducted the campaign 
for the raising of funds and supervised the construc- 
tion of the new plant. : 

There is no need of a long ‘‘Who’s Who’”’ for this 
number. Miss J. C. Hulbert of the faculty collected 
the pictures and supervised the arrangement together 
with Miss Moneta Troxel and Mrs. V. H. Maynor who 
is the secretary of our Editorial Board. They belong 
to sister Methodist Missions and have given many years 
of efficient service to the college, Miss Hulbert coming 
to Korea in 1914, Miss Troxel in 1925, and Mrs. Maynor 
in 1921. 

Miss Alice R. Appenzeller, Ped. D. has been identi- 
fied with the Christian movement in Korea from 
childhood, her parents, the Rev. and Mrs. A. G. 
Appenzeller, having been the first Methodist mission- 
aries to take up work in Korea, in 1889. 

Miss Helen Kim, Vice-President is often spoken of 
as being the first Ph. D, among Korean women in 
Korea. She is well known in America and has often 
represented abroad the women of Korea. 

Y. H. Kim, Ph. D., who has faithfully contributed 
his page each month, is Librarian of the College. 

Mr. Thomas Hobbs, upon the retirement of Mr. 
Hugh Miller recently, assumed the secretaryship of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

We hope that this number will tell you much more 
by pictures of the progress of education for Korean 
girls than could possibly be told by words.
